-Hong Kong Sounds 


Price List. 
TRADING RULES QUIET 


On the whole trading has’ been 
quiet and fentureless this week’ at 
slightly lower prices, The recent 
bullish sentiment hay been’ dess 
pronounced, and the latest an- 
nouncement that the labour leaders 
in America had’ decided ‘to call a 
strike in the cotton textile industry 
next week had a further depressing 
influence, 

Although there has been a mark- 
ed absence of any rain for nearly 
all the first three weeks of August, 
it is not felt that crop progress will 
be seriously affected, or the’ sup- 
‘ply situation changed. A further 
Bureau estimate is due next week 
and until this is published it 1s im- 
probable that any welght of busi- 
ness, will be placed. Overseas 
buyefs are adopting « cauttonary 
attitude, but it seems to be the 
agreed opinion that much lower 
prices are untikely fn the near 
future.” . 

A little more interest has cers 
tainly been shown vy the chief 
Indian markets, but aseceptable 
offers remain scarce. Some of the 
fine and medium mulls and nain- 
Jsooks have been booked together 
with light. bleached fancies for 
Caleuttu and Madras, Many of 


‘Ithese styles have also been in de- 


mand from Karachi, A few white 
yarn dhooties have been arranged 
for Caleutta whilst the up-country 
outlets haye sent a Jittte enquiry 
for dyed fancies. 

Shanghai Buying 

Shanghai has taken trifling lineg 
of poplins and fancies but Hong 
Kong seems ‘to be only keeping. in 
touch, with prices. Some improve- 
ment-has been shown by the Ran- 
goon market. Both fine mulls and 
woven goods have been under offer 
but most offers have proved | un- 
workable. Egypt has made occa. 
sional bids for bleached shirtings 
and dyed goods whilst finishing 
cloths have been placed for the 
Near East. 

Prints. continue to be in demand 
for West Africa and a few useful 
orders have been placed, The 
general position on the Continent 
seems to be against ‘bulk business, 
and apart from odd lots of speciali- 
ties the turnover has only been 
scanty. Home trade enquiry is 
better and although orders are 
mostly of miscellaneous and small
